Similarly,  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  now  have  the  markets 
of  (iermany  and  Austria-Hungary  closed  to  them,  but  in  many  cases 
there  will  ^  opportunities  for  the  disposal  of  their  products  in  this 
country  or  abroad. 

Doubtless  in  a  large  number  of  cases  importers  and  manufacturers 
have  taken  steps  to  inform  themselves  on  these  points,  but, 
from  cases  which  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch,  it  is  believed  that  in  some  instances  it  has  not 
proved  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  and  it  is 
thought  that  in  such  cases  the  Branch  may  be  able  to  render  some 
assistance  b}’  placing  manufacturers  and  buyers  in  communuvition 
with  one  another.

The  aim  of  the  scheme  is 
to  assist  French  manufacturers  to  capture  trade  from  their  German 
and  Austrian  competitors.  (C.I.B.  I1,182.) 
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BRITISfl  INDUSTRIES  FAIR. 

As  a  complement  to  the  series  of  Exchange  Meetings  which  have 
lieen  organised  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  last  few  months,  at 
which  samples  of  Glerman  and  Austrian  goods  have  been  exhibited 
with  a  view  to  finding  British  manuiacturers  prepared  to  make  goods 
to  conifiete,  it  has  now  been  decided  to  organise  a  display  of  samples 
of  British  goods  in  a  number  of  the  trades  in  connection  with  which 
the  Exchange  Meetings  have  been  held.  This  display  is  intended  to 
reptxxiuce  the  main  features  of  the  well-know  n  Leipzig  Fair.  It  will  be 
held  at  the  Royal  Agricultural  Hall,  Ixindon,  from  10th  Ma\’  to  2l8t 
May,  and  will  1^  st\  led  “  The  British  Industries  Fair.”

They  will  also  undertake  to  receive  and  convey  to  the  space  allotted 
to  the  exhibitors  the  packing-cases  containing  their  exhibits,  to 
remove  packing-cases  .and  store  them  during  the  jieriod  of  the 
display,  and  to  replace  p.acking-case8  on  exhibitors’  stands  at  its 
close. 

For  these  various  services  the  Board  proposes  to  make  a  nominal 
charge  to  exhibitors  at  the  rate  of  Is.  per  square  foot  of  space  allotted.

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TRADE  CONDITIONS  ABROAD. 

Reports  on  Commercial  Conditions  and  Trade  Openings. 

In  connection  with  the  scheme  which  the  Board  of  Trade  have 
initiated  for  assisting  British  nianufactureiB  and  traders  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  war  for  securing  trade 
formerly  in  the  hands  of  German,  Austrian  or  Hungarian  rivals, 
the  following  information  has  been  received  from  II. M.  Consular 
Officers,  &c.,  in  addition  to  that  published  in  previous  issues  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” : — 

Note.  -  In  considering  the  openings  for  trade  mentioned  in  the 
following  reports  regard  should  be  had  to  the  note  on  p.  578  of  this 
issue  relative  to  the  prohibition  of  the  exportation  of  certain  articles. 

Germany. — 'J'he  “Frankfurter  Zeitung”  of  liith  February  states 
that  husiness  activity  in  Germany  has  increased  satisfactorily  during 
the  last  few  months,  especially  in  the  branches  of  industry  not  carry¬ 
ing  out  army  orders.  The  works  which  are  satisfying  the  dem  inds 
of  the  military  authorities,  as  well  as  those  making  gifts  and  comforts 
for  soldiers,  are  still  working  at  high  pressure,  but  the  increased  busi¬ 
ness  in  other  directions  is  attriliuted  to  a  retum  of  confidence  on 
the  part  ot  buyers,  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  many  workmen,  German 
firms  are  striving  to  produce  articles  wliich,  owing  to  hamjiererl 
import  trade,  cannot  now  be  brought  from  abroad. 

In  spite  of  tiade  activity,  however,  the  situation  in  the  money 
market  remains  unsteady,  probably  owing  to  the  fact  that  money 
has  lieen  held  in  reserve  in  anticipation  of  the  second  war  loan. 

'I'lie  labour  market  has  improved  steadily  since  the  first  months  of 
the  w’ar,  although  the  calling  to  the  colours  of  lart;e  numbers  of 
workers  has  naturally  affected  the  question  of  supply  and  demand. 

The  situation  in  the  property  market  is,  however,  far  more 
serious.  During  1914,  only  541  sales  were  effected  hy  the 
“  Bayerische  Hypotheken  Bank  ”  (one  of  the  largest  private  German 
banks),  as  compared  with  752  in  1913,  which  was  itself  consiflered 
a  bad  year.  In  considering  this  it  must  be  remeniliered  that  the 
war  only  affected  this  business  for  five  months  of  the  year. 

Morocco  (Saffi). —  II. M.  Vice-Consul^  at  Safli  reports  that  the  total 
foreign  tmde  of  that  port  in  1914  onlj’^  amounted  to  £537,823,  as 
compared  with  £972,432  in  the  jirevious  y'ear.  The  value  of  the 
exports  was  only  £08,027,  the  smallest  figure  since  1884,  a  state  of 
affairs  caused  partly  by  the  export  restrictions  connected  with  the 
war  and  partly  by  the  greatly  diminished  area  under  cultivation  in 
the  1913-14  season  owing  to  the  dearth  of  ploughing  animals.  The 
value  of  the  imports  fell  from  £772,232  in  1913  to  £109,796  last 
year. 

During  the  year  under  review  imports  of  British  cotton  goods  rose 
(onsiderably'  on  account  of  the  prospects  of  increased  purchasing 
power  amongst  the  natives,  who  were  gradually  recovering  from  the 
effects  of  the  bad  season  of  1912-13,  and  the  United  Kingdom 
resumed  the  chief  position  amongst  importing  countries. 
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Several  improvements  were  made  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
including  the  construction  of  a  telephone  line  between  Saffi  and 
Mazagan.  Existing  camel  tracks  were  made  feasible  for  motor  traffic, 
and  a  motor  lorry  service  ran  between  Saffi  and  Marrakesh  during  the 
summer.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  port  improvements  will  soon 
be  bt'gun. 

British  shipping  facilities  were  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 
but  two  new  steamship  services — one  Belgian,  the  other  Austrian — 
appeared  on  the  coast  and  included  Saffi  as  a  port  of  call.  Both  lines 
ceased  to  run  at  the  commencement  of  hostdilies  and  the  German 
Oldenburg  Shipping  Compan5’’s  service  w’as  also  suspended.  It  is 
understood  that  a  Dutch  comjiany  is  contemplating  a  service  on  the 
Morot^can  coast,  doubtless  with  the  object  of  securing  the  position 
lost  by  the  German  company. 

Ojienings  for  British  trade  exist  in  the  following  articles : — Ihtilding 
maferials,  such  as  cement,  iron  rods  for  re-hiforced  concrete,  and  iron 
girders',,  luiUs,  and  cheap  hardirare.  In  recent  years  Germany^  has 
secured  the  trade  in  the  last  two  items,  which  used  to  be  it>i|X)rted 
from  the  United  Kingdom. 

H.M.  Vice-Consul  adds  that  very  abundant  rains  have  fallen  in  the 
district  and  the  usual  acreage  has  been  ploughed.  Accordingly  there 
is  reason  to  expect  very  good  crops  this  season,  provided  that  the 
locust  danger  does  not  arise  or  is  averted.  ((M.B.  9,.5.3().) 

Persia. — The  “  Torgovo-I’romyshlennaj'a  Gazeta”  (Petrograd)  of 
dlst  January/ldth  February  publishes  an  interesting  article  on  the 
influence  of  the  w’ar  on  Persian  trade,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
summary : — 

I'he  outbreak  of  war  was  followed  by  considerable  depression  in 
the  IVrsian  home  markets,  which  was  principally  felt  in  the  dimin¬ 
ished  trade  in  the  principal  articles  exported  from  Persia,  such  as 
cotton,  dried  fruits,  carpets,  rice,  hides,  wool  and  opium.  'I’he  prices 
of  these  products  fell  simultaneously  with  the  enhanced  prices  of 
products  im|X)rted  from  Hussia,  such  as  sugar  and  kerosene,  the  last 
mentioned  articles  being  made  the  object  of  considerable  speculation. 
At  the  Ivginning  of  the  war  the  price  of  sugar  rose  by  as  much  as 
30  to  40  {>er  cent,  above  normal,  then  rapidly  declined,  but  afterwai-ds 
went  up  again. 

Markets  were  of  course  greatly  affected  owing  to  the  transport 
difficulties  l>etw’een  Russia  and  Persia.  As  an  instance  of  the  effect 
of  this,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  in  some  outlying  districts  of  IVrsia 
the  price  of  tea  increased  by  as  much  as  150  per  cent.  The  carpet 
trade  was  badly  affected  owing  to  the  stoppage  of  exports  to  Con¬ 
stantinople,  to  which  city  it  appears  a  large  proportion  of  the  carpets 
pnxluced  in  Persia  is  sent.  Furthertnore,  the  exportation  of  dried 
fruits,  hides,  and  wool  has  lieen  severely  affected  since  the  w’ar  broke 
out,  but  a  considerable  amount  of  rice  has  been  sent  to  Baku. 

To  show  the  eflect  of  the  war  on  the  I’ersian  mone}'  market  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  rate  of  exchange  in  war  time  is  given  for 
the  equivalent  of  the  toman  as  1  rouble  08  copecks  to  1  rouble 
70  co[>ocks  in  the  case  of  sales,  and  1  rouble  74  copecks  to  1  rouble 
70  copecks  in  the  case  of  purchases. 
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MORATORIUM  LAWS  AND  OTHER  FINANCIAL 
MEASURES  ARROAD. 

France  and  Algeria. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  823  of  the  “  Hoard  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  24th  December  and  to  previous  notices  relative  to 
financial  measures  in  France,  the  “  Journal  Ofticiel  ”  (Paris)  of 
26th  February  publishes  a  Decree,  dated  25th  February,  prolonging 
for  a  further  period  of  60  da5’8  the  Moratorium  on  bills  of  exchange 
originally  proclaimed  on  29th  August,  1914.  This  concession  embraces 
securities  due  for  payment  before  Ist  May,  1915,  provided  that  they 
were  endorsed  before  4th  August,  1914. 

The  provisions  of  the  Decrees  of  29th  August,  27th  September, 
27th  October  and  15th  December,  1914,  are  maintained  in  so  far  as 
they  are  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  present  Decree,  which 
applies  also  to  Algeria. 

'I'he  text  of  the  Decree  (in  French)  may  be  consulted  by  United 
Kingdom  firms  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Hoard 
of  Trade,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C. 

In  submitting  the  above-mentioned  Decree  to  the  President  of  the 
Republic,  the  French  Ministers  report  that,  from  their  investigations 
and  from  indications  gathered  from  a  number  of  syndical  groups  and 
from  Chambers  of  Commerce,  it  seems  that  the  economic  life  of  the 
nation  is  showing  a  movement  towards  recovery  which  promises  to 
improve.  Nevertheless,  even  though  the  difficulties  which  the 
French  industries  and  trades  have  had  to  contend  with  are  beginning  to 
be  surmounted,  this  further  extension  of  the  Moratorium  appears 
necessary.  The  Ministers  hope,  however,  that  on  the  expiry  of  this 
extension  it  may  be  possible  to  diminish  considerably  the  scope  of 
the  Moratorium. 

Italy. 

The  “  Gazzetta  Ufficiale”  (Rome)  of  2 Ist  January  publishes  a 
Decree  of  the  same  date  granting  to  debtors  resident  in  tlie  adminis¬ 
trative  districts  of  Aquila  and  Sora  (the  area  affected  by  the  recent 
earthquake)  a  six  months’  Moratorium  in  re8j)eft  of  bills  of  e.xchange, 
cheques,  &c.  falling  due  between  10th  January  and  30th  June,  1915. 
The  extension  also  applies  to  bill  business  affected  by  previous 
Moratoria.  A  similar  extension  is  conceded  for  the  fulfilment  of 
commercial  obligations  in  respect  of  the  consignment  of  merchandise 
or  agricultural  produce  contracted  by  persons  in  the  areas  mentioned. 
Interest  will  not  be  payable  for  the  period  established  by  the 
Moratorium. 

Russia. 

H.M.  Embassy  in  Petrograd  has  forwarded  a  translation  of 
regulations  made  in  accordance  with  the  Imperial  Ukase  of  15th/28th 
Noveml)er  providing  for  the  supervision  of  eneni}’  subjects’  enterprise 
in  Russia  (see  p.  96  of  the  “  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  14th 
January). 

Under  these  regulations  Government  inspectors  will  supervise  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  of  those  companies  formed  in  Austria, 
Hungary,  Germany,  or  Turkey,  and  permitted  by  special  enactments 
to  operate  in  Russia,  of  which,  at  the  declaration  of  war,  Austrian, 
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Ilun^nrian,  German,  or  'I'urkisli  sulijects,  at  the  present  time  serving 
wifli  the  enemies’  forces,  were  full  partners.  They  will  also  supervise 
those  commercial  and  industrial  enterprises  within  Russia  which 
Iwlong  to  Austrian,  Hungarian,  German  or  Turkisli  subjects  residing 
outside  the  Rmpire. 

Supervision  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  such  companies 
is  established  in  order  to  j)revent  the  payment,  issue,  transfer  or 
despatch  by  these  companies,  of  any  monies  or  securities,  or  of  silver, 
gold,  )>Iatinum  .and  precious  stones  or  wares  manufactured  therefrom, 
from  enemy  est.ablishments  or  subjects,  either  directly  or  indirectly.

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exportation 
Prohibition)  Act,  191  i,  th.at  .any  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council 
made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1879, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  now  in  i-ecit.al,  may,  whilst  a  state  of  war 
exists,  l)e  varied  or  .added  to  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Ixirds  of  the 
Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade : 

And  wheivas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exporta¬ 
tion  Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  .any  Proclamation  mafle  under 
Section  one  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  m.ay,  whether  the 
Proclamation  was  made  before  or  after  the  passing  of  the  Act  now 
in  recital,  be  varied  or  added  to  by  .an  Order  made  by  the  Ijords  of 
the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Tr.ade  : 

And  where.as  by  a  Proclanuation,  dated  the  3rd  d.ay  of  February, 
1915,  and  m.ade  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue

inserted  in  its  place  “  Draw  plates,  jewelled,  for  drawing  steel 
wire,  and  diamonds  prepared  for  use  therein.” 

(2)  That  the  following  artic'es  should  be  added  to  the  list 
of  goods  the  exportation  of  w'hieh  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations 
abroad  other  than  British  I\)88e8sion8  and  I  Votectorates : — 
ParaHin  wax; 

Prussiate  of  soda. 

Now,  therefore,  'Pheir  Lordships,  having  taken  the  said  recommenda¬ 
tion  into  consideration,  are  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereb}’^  ordered, 
that  the  same  be  approved.

TRADING  WITH  THE  ENEMY. 

Warning  to  Shipowners  and  Charterers. 

Under  the  'I’rading  with  the  Enemy  Acts  and  Proclamations,  it  is 
expressly  forbidden  to  all  persons  in  His  Majesty’s  Dominions  to 
caiT}'  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  destined  for  or  coming  from 
an  enemy  country  or  an  enemy,  and  it  is  incumbent  u{K)n  shipowners 
and  charterers  to  take  every  precaution  to  prevent  goods  from  being 
carried  in  their  ships  to  or  from  neutral  countries  which  are  of 
enemy  origin,  or  which  may  ultimately  reach  an  enemy  country. 
The  Board  of  Trade  do  not  doubt  that  reputable  British  companies 
and  firms  are  in  general  careful  to  avoid  infringement  of  the  Pro¬ 
clamations  relating  to  IVading  with  the  Enemy,  but  they  have  reason 
to  fear  that  in  some  in.stances  there  have  been  cases  of  business  laxit)’, 
and  that  goods  have  been  carried  to  or  from  neutral  countries  which 
pro|>er  empiiry  would  have  shown  respectively  to  have  been  intended 
for  enemy  consumption,  or  to  have  been  of  enemy  origin. 

Any  such  laxity  or  want  of  proper  intpiiry  renders  owners  or 
charterers  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  “  Trafling  with  the  Enemy 
Acts,”  the  penalties  imposable  under  which  may  be  either  fine  or 
imprisonment  or  both,  and  if  the  conviction  is  under  indictment, 
even  penal  servitude  with  forfeiture  of  the  goods  in  either  case. 


EXPORTATION  OF  MINERAL  LUBRICATING  OILS. 

In  connection  with  the  prohibition  to  all  destinations  other  than 
British  Possessions  and  Protectorates  of  the  export  of  “mineral 
lubricating  oil  (including  mineral  lubricating  grease  and  lubricating 
oil  composed  ot  mineral  and  other  oils),”  intending  exjxirters  of  these 
commodities  are  advised  to  be  careful  to  include  the  word  “  mineral  ” 
in  the  description  of  the  goods  which  is  required  to  be  set  out  both 
in  their  applications  for  licences,  and  also  in  the  Bills  of  Lading  in 
cases  where  licences  are  granted,  and  not  to  content  themselves  by 
using  the  simple  descriptions  “  lubricating  oil,  lubricating  grease,”  &c.

ARTICLES  INTENDED  FOR  THE  FRENCH

Export  Regulations.

indirectly  of  the  French  Government.  Such  applications 
must  be  made  to  the  Commission  Internationale  de 
Ravitaillement,  India  House,  Kingsway,  W.C. 

(2)  Documents  issued  by  provincial  military  or  naval  officers, 

other  local  authorities,  or  Government  contractors  in 
France  w’lll  not  l)e  recognised  as  evidence  of  the  desti¬ 
nation  of  the  goods  unless  formally  approved  in  writing 
by  the  competent  Department  of  the  French  Government. 

(3)  British  manufacturers,  merchants  and  shippers  are  a<-cord- 

ingly  w’arned  that,  before  entering  into  any  contracts  for 
the  supply  of  goods  stated  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  French 
Government,  they  should  first  obtain  from  their  clients 
w’ritten  evidence  that  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
War,  Ministry  of  Marine,  or  other  Department  concerned 
.  has  been  obtained. 

(4)  Application  for  permission  to  export  the  articles  in  question 

must  then  lie  made  in  writing  to  the  Commission  Inter- 
n.’itionale  de  Bavitaillement,  accompanied  by  the  necessary 
documentary  evidence.  The  applicants  should  nol 
proceed  with  the  execution  of  the  order  until  they  have 
satisfied  themselves  that  a  permit  to  export  will  bt 
granted.

res|)ectively.  Regarding  crop  conditions,  although  the  season  has 
been  exceptionally  wet  in  many  countries,  no  damage  of  notable 
importance  is  complained  of  as  a  rule  at  jiresent. 

The  good  reports  on  the  Southern  Hemisphere  wheat  crop  are 
confirmed,  the  production  tor  the  group  com^)ri^ing  Argentina,

an  incre.ase  of  ()'3  per  cent. 

The  1914  15  production  of  cotton  in  India  is  estim.ated  .at  1 7,074,000 
cwts.  or  99-9  per  cent,  of  last  year’s  production.

In  accord.ance  with  the  practice  that  luas  lieen  established  for 
H.M.  Trade  ( ommissioners  in  the  Hritish  Self-Governing  Dominions 
to  visit  the  United  Kingdom  offi<’i.ally  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
manufacturers  and  merchants  may  have  the  opportunity  of  consulting 
them  on  any  matters  connected  with  their  business,  or  ol  obtaining 
information  as  to  the  possibilities  of  extending  their  trade,  it  was 
recently  arr  nged  that  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  should 
pay  an  official  visit  to  this  country. 

Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Wickes  has  now  arrived  and  is  prep.ared  to  inter¬ 
view  (by  app<»intment)  represent.atives  of  those  firms  who  m,ay  be  able 
to  see  him  in  London  at  the  offices  of  the  Commeicial  Intelligence 
Hranch  of  the  Hoard  of  'frade.  He  will  .afterwards  visit  such  trade 
and  industrial  centres  in  the  provinces  as  it  m.ay  appear  most  .advan¬ 
tageous  to  visit  in  view  of  applica’ions  that  m.aj  be  received  from 
firms  in  »  r  n*  ar  those  centres,  and  from  Chamliers  of  Commerce. 

In  order  thut  ujifoivtments  maij  Ite  goti^farforilij  arrmojed^  firms  vho 
may  desire  to  /o/re  an  iiderrifir  vith  Mr.  Wickes  are  reifnesleil,  to  make 
their  apfdicatums  as  soon  as  jtoxsifde.  Nuch  appluuiturns  slumid  he 
adftressed  to  the  Director,  Comma  dal  Intelligence  Dranrh  of  the  Hoard 
of  Tiade,  73.  hasinyhall  Street,  London,  E.C.  The  reference  numhtr

H.M.  IVaHe  Coramissiioner’s  visit  is  j^articularly  opportune  at  the 
present  time,  when  United  Kinjfdom  manutaoturers  are  attempting 
to  capture  trade  liitherto  done  by  German  firms  in  Canada,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  a  very  large  numl)er  of  firms  will  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  consult  him.  Among  the  matters 
in  Canada  in  regard  to  which  he  is  prepared  to  give  information  and 
advice  are  the  appointment  of  agents,  methods  of  marketing  and 
distribution,  terms  of  payment,  names  of  probable  buyers  of  British 
goods,  statistics  of  imports,  and  rates  of  Customs  duties. 

It  may  be  stated  that  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioners  is  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Trade  promptly,  and  if 
possible  in  advance,  any  opjxirtunities  which  may  arise  in  the 
IKuninions  in  the  form  of  contracts  open  to  tender,  or  in  any  other 
way  for  the  development  of  British  trade.  The  Commissiom^rs  also 
report  to  the  Ik)ard  |)eriodically  on  the  nature  and  extent  of  foreign 
com|>etition  and  other  matters  of  commercial  interest,  including 
changes  in  Customs  duties  and  regulations,  financial  and  trade 
conditions,  changes  in  regard  to  means  of  transport,  and  legislation 
affecting  trade  and  commerce;  and  they  furnish  |>eriodically  classified 
lists  of  importers  and  buyers  in  the  Dominions.  A  good  deal  of  the 
information  so  furnished  is  publishetl  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  some  is  communicated  to 
Chambers  of  Commerce  likely  to  be  sjiecially  interested  and  to  those 
United  Kingdom  firms  whose  names  are  inscribed  in  the  Special 
llegister  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  (see  notice  on 
p.  588),  and  some — e.(/.,  lists  of  names  of  traders  at  particular  places, 
detailed  Customs  regulations  .affecting  particular  matters,  and  similar 
information — is  filed  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  for  the 
information  of  firms  and  persons  interested  who  may  apply,  either 
jiersonally  or  by  letter. 

The  Trade  Commissioners  also  reply  to  all  enquiries  which  may  be 
addressed  to  them  by  British  manufacturers  and  merchants,  but  it  is 
generally  desirable  that  enquiries  should  be  made  first  of  the 
Commercial  .Intelligence  Branch,  which  is  often  in  |K)ssession  of  the 
information  sought,  and  is  thus  in  a  position  to  save  enquirers  much 
delay.  (C.I.B.  10,7.82.) 


PROPOSED  FRENCH  LAW  RE  FALSE  MARKING 
OF  GOODS,  &c. 

H.M.  Embassy  in  I’aris  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  Report  laid 
before  the  French  Senate  by  the  Commission  appointed  to  examine 
the  Government  Bill  adopted  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  with 
regard  to  the  false  marking  of  goods  and  the  protection  of  distinc¬ 
tive  names  of  origin.

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NKW  TKADIO  MARKS  LAW  IN  COFiOMlUA. 

The  “  Diario  Oficial  ”  (Hogot6)  of  l  itli  Deceml)er  last  publishes  a 
TjHw,  dated  10th  December,  respecting  the  registration  and  protection 
of  trade  marks  in  Colombia.  Foreign  trade  marks  may  be  I’egistered 
and  will  enjoy  the  same  rights  as  the  national,  provided  that  the 
country  where  the  article  has  been  produced  grants  similar  favours  to 
Colombian  marks.  This  privilege  is  enjoyed  by  liritish  trade  marks 
under  the  Commercial  Treaty  of  IGth  February,  1800,  between 
Colombia  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Registration  of  a  mark  renders 
it  valid  for  twenty  years,  each  renewal  being  also  for  a  similar  period.

TRADE  OPPORTUNITIES  IN  ARGENTINA. 

The  Rosario  Market. 

'Fhe  following  information  regarding  trade  opportunities  in  the 
Rosario  market  is  from  the  report  by  ll.M.  Consul  cat  Rosario 
(Mr.  S.  S.  Dickson)  on  the  tnade  of  that  district  during  recent  years, 
which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  situation  as  regards  imports  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
was  as  follows: — The  imports  of  coal  rose  from  83,500  tons  in  1898  to 
358,000  tons  in  1908,  while  in  1913  the  figure  h.ad  risen  to  424,000 
tons.  Quite  recently  a  German  coal  company  established  itself  in 
Rosario  ;  it  imported  Welsh  coal,  and  the  effect  was  one  of  lowering 
local  prices  rather  than  bringing  in  foreign  competition  ;  the  corn- 
jMiny  is  at  present  commercially  inactive  through  lack  of  supply,  in 
iron  and  steel  goods  .and  m<achinery  ground  has  been  gained  by 
Germany,  Belgium,  and,  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  United  States. 
Electrical  m.achinery  was  m.ainly  supplied  from  Germany,  the  United 
States  and  Italy.  German}'  and  Italy  have  been  strong  competitors 
of  the  United  Kingdom  in  textiles.  Furniture  has  been  imported 
from  the  United  States,  with  Germany  .and  Austria-Hungary  in  the 
ni.arket,  but  far  behind.  Office  furniture — an  important  item — is 
almost  exclusively  American.  Fancy  leather  articles  have  come 
from  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary.  British  firms  are  w'ell  repre¬ 
sented  in  provisions,  sharing  the  market  with  Itiily,  Spain  and 
France.  German  imports  have  held  the  field  forgoods  undertheheading 
of  “  Glass,  china,  earthenware  and  the  like.”  Stationery  requisites  and 
ty{)e writers  come  from  the  United  States,  and,  to  a  smaller  extent, 
have  been  imported  from  Germany.  Germany  and  Belgium  have 
furnished  building  materials,  and  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary 
rubber  goods. 

As  regards  British  methods,  the  main  cause  of  the  loss  of 
ground  has  been  prices.  British  workmanship  has  the  reputation 
at  Rosario,  as  elsew’here,  for  quality,  but  the  local  market  is 
attracited  first  and  foremost  by  low'  price.  An  important  second  con¬ 
sideration  is  that  of  “  attractive  appearance,”  a  term  which  has  a 
different  intt*Tpretation  in  different  countries,  and  the  representative 
or  traveller  soon  learns  the  requirement  of  a  given  market  in  this 
respect.  In  the  Rosario  district,  at  any  rate,  it  would  seem  that 
genuine  quality,  pure  and  simple,  has  a  poor  chance  w'hen  competing 
with  low  price  and  the  special  kind  of  finish  or  appearance  attractive 
to  local  taste. 
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Trade  Oj)j)ortunities  in  Ari/entina. 


As  n^gards  catalofrues,  tliere  is  at  the  Rosario  (Consulate  a  stack  of 
catalogues  sent  by  Rritish  (inns  and  their  foreign  competitors.  The 
foreign  catalogues,  whether  from  Euro|)e  or  the  United  States,  are 
without  exception  printed  in  Spanish.  A  catalogue  sent  from  the 
United  Kingdom  is  almost  invariably  compiled  in  Knglish,  with 
Knglish  terms  both  as  regards  money,  weights  and  measures. 

Rosario  is  one  of  the  fine  neutral  markets  of  the  w^orld,  which 
owing  to  over-confidence  and  excessive  prodigality,  combined  with 
the  lack  of  experience,  had  l>ecn  experiencing  financial  depression 
and  a  temporary  arrest  of  trade  progress  up  to  the  end  of  duly  last. 
Then  came  tlie  European  war,  bringing  with  it  the  elimination  of 
German  and  .Austro-Hungarian  trade  competition  in  that  market. 
Con8e<juently  the  present  moment  offers  a  uni(pie  opportunity  for 
Rritish  trade  which  might  easily  be  misserl.  The  dangers,  it  would 
ap|>ear,  are  two — failure  to  grasp  the  loc.al  situation  and  failure  to 
appreciate  the  activitj'  of  the  most  formidable  comjjetitor  that 
remains. 

.As  regards  the  local  situation,  owing  to  the  trade  depression  onl)’’ 
very  limited  orders  have  been  going  abroad  for  some  years  past. 
There  has  been  lack  of  ready  money  in  the  market.  A  revival  is. 
however,  only  a  question  of  time,  and  importers  are  already  beginning 
to  throw'  out  feelers  with  a  view  to  future  orders.  Enquiries  as 
regards  identical  goods,  hitherto  imported  from  Germany,  ate  being 
sent  to  British  and  Amencau  firms.  These  feelers  are  taking  the 
form  of  (‘.alls  for  tenders,  or  the  sending  of  orders  on  a  very  small 
scale.  They  look  insigjulicant  but  w’ill,  in  many  cases,  be  the  basis 
of  permanent  business  connections  in  the  future. 

.As  regards  conqx^tition,  the  Rosario  market  will  be  one  of  the 
scenes  of  acute  trade  rivalry  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
United  States.  'I'he  Americans  are  showing  great  activity,  and  will 
get  the  market  if  it  is  in  any  way  possible.  II. M.  Consul  states  that 
from  what  he  has  seen  so  far  the  American  policy  will  be  to  win  on 
the  question  of  prices,  so  that  firms  will  sacrifice  profits  and,  where 
nece.'^sary,  even  sell  under  cost  price  in  order  to  get  the  initial 
footing.  He  therefore  wishes  to  impress  on  Unitod  Kingdom 
manufacturers  the  following  two  essential  points  :  — 

1.  Do  not  despise  small  orders.  Treat  a  £100  order  with  the 
same  respect  as  if  it  were  for  £‘100,000. 

2.  Use  extreme  caution  when  quoting  prices.  They  should  be  the 
very  lowest  that  your  business  can  possibly  stand.  There  should  be 
no  question  of  how  much  you  can  get  bwt  of  how  much  you  can 
sacrifice  in  order  to  secure  the  customer. 

'I'lie  sjiecial  optuiing  for  British  trade  in  the  Rosario  market  covers 
iron  aiui  fdeel  (prepared,  manufactured  and  partly  manufactured), 
machinery  and  huiUiiiuj  maferinL't.  In  short,  the  requirements  are 
those  of  a  growing  agricultural  district  and  the  cities,  towns  and 
villages  feeding  that  district.  H.M.  Consul  states  that  he  feels  sure 
that  the  next  lew  years  are  going  to  he  j’ears  of  revival  after  a  period 
of  depression.  British  firms  must  not  look  for  large  orders,  but  must, 
by  careful  procedure,  pave  the  way  to  assuring  tor  themselves  their 
full  share  of  the  trade  when  the  certain  revival  of  business  shall 
have  set  in.  (A.It.  7.)

CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS. 

RHODESIA. 

With  reference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  on  p.  471  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  18th  February  last 
respecting  the  proposed  application  of  the  United 
Kingdom  rules  regarding  the  requirements  of  Con¬ 
sular  Certificates  of  Origin  for  imports  from  certain 
neutral  European  Countries  into  the  various 
British  Colonies  and  I’rotectorates,  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  now  been  informed  by  the  Colonial 
Office  that  Certificates  of  Origin  in  respect  of 
goods  imported  into  Northern  and  Southern 
llhodesia  will  be  coveted  by  the  general  arrangements  to  be  made 
in  regard  to  .the  various  Colonies  and  I^rotectorates.  (C.  7,641.) 

CYPRUS. 

With  reference  to  the  Notice  winch  appeared  on  pp.  545-6  of  last 
week’s  issue  of  the  “  Board  of  'IVade  Journal  ” 
respecting  the  Cyprus  “  Copyright  Law.  1914,” 
the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received  copy  of  a 
Bill  to  amend  the  law  of  copyright  in  Cyprus. 

The  present  Bill,  which  proposes  to  repeal  the 
above-mentioned  Copyright  Law  ot  1914,  provides 
that  the  notice  to  be  given  under  Sec.  14  of  the 
Imperial  Copyright  Act,  1911,  to  the  Chief  Col¬ 
lector  of  Customs  may,  instead  of  being  so  given, 
be  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  if  so  given  and  communicated  by  the  said  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  the  Chief  Collector  of  Customs  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  given  to  the  Chief  Collector  of  Customs. , 

[Note. — The  Sec.  14  ot  the  Imperial  Copyright  Act,  1911,  provides 
for  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  “  Copies  made  out  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  any  work  in  which  copyright  subsists  which  it 
made  in  the  United  Kingdom  would  infringe  copyright,  and  as  to 
which  the  owner  of  the  copyright  gives  notice  in  writing  by  himself 
or  his  agent  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  that  he  is 
desirous  that  such  copies  should  not  be  imported  into  the  United 
Kingdom.’] 

The  Bill  further  provides  for  penalties  similar  to  those  prescribed  in 
the  “Copyright  Law,  1914,”  for  dealing  with  infringing  copies  of 
copyright  works.  (C.  7,331.)

NETHERLANDS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
information  to  the  effect  that  a  Bill  has  been 
introduced  into  the  Netherlands  States-General 
to  exempt  from  Customs  duty  oranges,  mandarines, 
lemons,  and  antiques  imported  into  the  Nether¬ 
lands. 

In  the  explanatory  Memorandum  attached  to 
the  Bill,  the  Netherlands  Minister  of  Finance  states  that  the  present 
circumstances  are  particularly  favourable  for  the  establishment  in  the 
Netherlands  of  a  permanent  international  market  for  the  above- 
mentioned  goods.  By  exempting  them  from  import  duty  and  thus 
removing  difficulties  in  the  way  of  transit  trade  in  them,  Dutch  ports 
may  possibly  become,  to  a  greater  extent  than  at  present,  markets  for 
the  international  trade  in  these  fruits  and  in  antiques.  (C.  7,461.)

With  reference  to  the  Notice  which  appeared  in  various  issues  of  the 
lioard  of  Trade  Journal”  l&st  year*  giving 
revised  Tariff  Valuations  for  gofxis  imported  into 
Jiritish  India  during  the  year  1914,  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  now  received  copy  of  the  Tariff 
Schedules  II.,  III.,  IV.  and  V.  of  the  Indian  Tariff  Act  No.  8  of  1894 
(as  modified  up  to  the  19th  December,  1914  by  various  Tariff  Amend¬ 
ment  Acts  and  Notifications  of  the  Governor  in  Council)  showing  the 
rates  of  Customs  duties  leviable  on  goods  imported  into  and 
exported  from  British  India,  as  w’ell  as  the  import  tariff  valuations 
prescribed  for  goods  subject  to  <id  viilcrem  duties. 

The  rates  of  duty  leviable  on  the  various  articles  are  the  same  as 
those  previously  notified  to  this  Department,  but  the  Tariff  valuations 
prescribed  for  the  ad  valorem  goods  in  Schedule  No.  IV.  on  importa¬ 
tion  into  British  India  have  undergone  revision. 

The  full  text  of  all  the  above-mentioned  Schedules  is,  however, 
given  for  the  purpose  of  easy  reference.

tubes  and  moulds.

NETHERLANDS.  MOROCCO. 

11. M.  Minister  at  The  Hague  reports  that  a  new  service  of  steamers 
between  the  Netherlands  and  Moroccan  ports  was 
inaugurated  by  the  Royal  Netherlands  Steamship 
(Company  on  25th  February.  It  is  contemplated 
that  steamers  will  leave^Amsterdam  every  fortnight 
or  three  weeks,  calling  occasionally  at  Rotterdam,  and  going  thence 
to  Gibraltar,  Tangier  and  the  Riff  ports.  There  will  probably  be  a 
subsidiary  service  from  Gibraltar  to  the  Atlantic  ports  of  Morocco ; 
the  cargo  for  Mogador,  Casablanca,'  &c.,  being  transhipped  at 
Gibraltar.  It  is  not  intended  that  these  steamers  shall  call  at 
Hamburg  or  Antwerp  during  the  war  and  no  German  goods  will  be 
carried.  Outward  cargoes  will  consist  of  Dutch  goods,  together 
with  some  transhipment  goods  from  Scandinavian  ports ;  on  the 
homeward  voyage  the  vessels  will  carry  principally  Valencia  oranges. 
Later  on  the  company  expects  to  carry  cargo  from  the  Canary 
Islands  to  French  ports.  (M.  4,967.)

MOROCCO. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  423  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  11th  February,  relative  to  the  use  of 
military  railways  in  the  French  Zone  of  Morocco 
by  private  persons,  H.M.  Charge  d’Affaires  at 
Tangier  (Mr.  H.  E.  White,  C.M.G.)  has  forwarded 
the  text  of  Regulations  issued  by  the  Resident-General  regarding  the 
use  of  these  military  railways  by  civilians  for  the  transport  of  approved 
goods.  In  general,  goods  are  to  be  consigned  to  certain  chief  stations 
where  there  is  a  Commandant  d’Etapes,  but  in  special  cases  inter¬ 
mediate  stations  may  be  used.  The  transport  tax  is  provisionally 
fixed  at  50  centimes  per  kilometric  ton,  or  3  f’rs.  per  kilometric  w’agon 
by  ordinary  goods  train. 

H.M.  Charg6  d’ Affaires  adds  that  the  opening  of  the  railway  from 
Kenitra  to  Fez  will  doubtless  divert  a  great  part  of  the  trade  to  that 
port  to  the  detriment  of  Laraiche  and  Tangier.

lie  at  least  20  per  cent,  inferior  to  standard  gold ;  on  platinum  at  5 
francs  per  gramme  ;  on  silver  at  8  centimes  per  gramme  ;  on  precious 
stones  at  10  francs  per  kilogramme  for  high  class  stones,  and  at  5 
centimes  })er  kilogramme  for  stones  of  inferior  descriptions.

AUSTRIA. 

According  to  the  “  Handelsmuseum  ”  (Vienna)  of  18th  February 
the  pro<luction  of  zinc  ore  in  Austria  in  1913 
amounted  to  34,224,700  kilogs.,  valued  at 
2,073  820  kronen,  a  decrease  of  P3  per  cent, 
in  quantity  and  28'2  per  cent,  in  value  as 
compared  with  1912.  The  production  of  zinc  metal  was  carried 
on  by  three  works  only,  the  total  output  in  1913  amounting  to 
19,508,400  kilogs.,  valued  at  10,366,981  kronen,  an  increase  of 
12'7  per  cent,  in  quantity,  but  a  decrease  of  P7  per  cent,  in  value 
as  com|>ared  with  1912.  The  majoriry  of  this  output  consisted  of 
crude  zinc,  only  650,000  kilogs.  being  zinc  dust. 

.Tin  ore  was  produced  in  1913  in  ^hernia  only,  the  output  of  the 
four  active  works  amounting  to  938,500  kilogs.,  valued  at  84,049 
kronen  in  1913,  an  increase  of  over  300,000  kilogs.  in  weight,  but  a 
decrease  of  26,260  kronen  in  value  as  compared  w  ith  the  previous 
year.  The  only  firm  producing  metal  tin  (situated  at  Graupen  in  the 
Erzgebirge)  produced  10,614  kilogs.  of  fine  tin  valued  at  55,000 
kronen  in  1913.

barrels  out  of  an  allotment  of  21,168,500  barrels),  as  compared  with 
5536  percent,  in  1913.  The  output  in  December,  1914,  was,  how¬ 
ever,  the  largest  monthly  total  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  amount¬ 
ing  to  350,300  barrels.  The  effect  of  the  war  on  the  building 
industry  was  naturally  the  greatest  factor  in  causing  the  decreased 
sales  of  cement,  although  the  slackness  in  the  building  trade  has  for 
some  time  been  causing  much  anxiety  to  cement  producers.  In 
addition,  sales  have  been  greatly  affected  by  the  large  number  of  new 
cement  companies  formed  during  the  past  year.  (X.  6,009.)

JAPAN. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Yokohama  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.)  has 
furnished  the  following  particular  of  the  method 
of  manufacture  of  a  specially  tough  waterproof 
paper  in  Koyasu,  Kanagawa.  The  paper  used  is 
made  in  the  Prefectures  of  Nagano  and  Fukui, 
the  product  of  the  former  giving  the  better  results. 
The  paper  to  be  waterproofed  is  first  cut  into  pieces  a  foot  square,  and 
then  pasted  with  a  solution  of  gum  at  the  edges,  'fhese  squares  are 
then  pasted  on  to  a  square  revolving  tin  drum  with  edges  slightly 
overlapping  in  order  to  join  them.  The  sides  of  the  drum  are  about 
twelve  by  four  feet.  After  one  layer  has  been  pasted  down,  another 
is  laid  on  transversely  in  order  to  give  equal  strength  both  ways 
to  the  jiaper.  'I'he  waterproof  Nagano  ])aper  consists,  therefore,  of 
two  layers  of  paper  pasted  together  with  a  secret  solution.  In  the 
case  of  Fukui  paper  there  is  only  one  layer  as  the  paper  is  stiffer, 
although  it  does  I'ot  absorb  the  solution  so  readil}’. 

The  layers  of  paper  thus  treated  are  then  stripped,  when  dry,  from 
the  drum,  and  placed  in  boiling  water  for  some  few  hours  in  order 
that  the  solution  should  work  thoroughlj’  into  the  paper.  After 
Wing  taken  from  the  water,  they  are  then  washed  and  once  more 
treated  with  the  solution.  After  drying,  the  paper  is  ready  for  use. 

The  paper  is  made  up  in  lengths  of  twent)’  metres  (about  21 '87 
yards),  with  a  width  of  140  cenrimetres  (about  55  inches).  The 
present  daily  output  of  the  factory  is  500  metres,  but  it  is  hoped  to 
increase  the  output  shortly  to  2,500  metres.

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Purauaiit  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations.  1912,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice 
of  the  following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether 
contributions  are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1503.  Workmen  descril)ed  as  pin  ma(‘hine  minders,  and  engaged 
in  making  and  setting  tools  for  pin  machines  making  any  class  of 
pins.  (Application  335.) 

1504.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  making  odd  sides, 
in  pkaster,  for  use  in  iron  foundries,  or  in  brass,  «&c.  foundries  covered 
by  decision  A  23  (“  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of  the  30th  May,  1912). 
Applications  318  and  328.) 

1500.  Rivet  makers  employed  at  an  establishment  which  is 
engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  carrying  on  any  insured  trade,  and 
engaged  in  making  rivets  to  be  us^  in  constructing  other  products 
in  the  same  establishment.  (Application  332.) 

B.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  PAYABLE  in 

respect  of : — 

1505.  Workmen  employed  in  steel  foundries,  and  engaged  in  the 
conversion  of  steel  for  the  foundry.  (Application  333.) 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  wdth  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
